Negro Educator Says He Was Loak- 
ing for Friend—Other Alleges 
Wife Complained to Him. 


VICTIM TRIES 10 HIDE NAME 


New York, March 19.—Upon complaint of 
Booker T. Washington, the negro educator, a 
white man was locked up by the police to- 
night charged with assault. After filing the 
complaint Dr. Washington went to the Flow 

er hospital, where several severe wounds on 
. head, caused R 

The trouble occurred in front of a Hiaty- 
third street house at which Dr. Washington 
called at 10 o’clock tonight. No one answered 
his repeated calls on the doorbell, he saye 
Thinking that his friend might appear, Mr. 
Washington walked up and down in the vicin- 
ity for more than half an hour, when his wait 
was interrupted by a man who emerged from 
the house with a big club in hie hand, accord- 
ing to the complaint, and struck Dr. Wash- 
ington. 

Dr. Washington said he returned the blow 
with his fist. The assailant acted, according 
to Dr. Washington, as if he thought I was 
a burglar.” 


Assailant Explains Attack. 

The alleged assallant, who gave his name as 
Albert Ulrich, told the police that he came 
up from the basement with the club when 
his wife complained that a negro had been 
hanging around the hallway acting suepi- 
ciously, and had spoken to her. Ulrich 
wales up to the man and asked him What 


the return blow which Dr. Washington ad- 
mitted he struck. 
Mr. Washington ran east to Central Park 


West and then ran nortp for a block on the | 


park side of the street with Ulrich close be- 
hind beating hig. 


Before Mr. Washington was taken to the | 


Flower hospital Mrs. Lola Ulrich, wife of 


the assailant, appeared in the station house 
and said Mr. Washington had spoken to her 


in the hallway of the apartment house. She 
said Mr: Washington had said Hello, sweet» 


heart, to her and that she hed seen him 


walking up and down in front of the house for 
some time before this happened. 


Tries to Conceal Identity. 

At the police station Dr. Washington mede 
no admission of his identity, end when be 
was forced to do so the officers were loath 


to believe him. Ulrich demanded his arrest. 


and it was not until Dr. Washington had 
proved his identity by cards and letters and 
a ful) explanation of his presence in New 
York that be was allowed to go. 


Dr. Washington was so afraid that erat 


gerated reports of the affair would reach 
the newspapers that he telephoned the As- 
sociated Press and belittied the incident. 
Were you badly hurt? he was asked. 
“ Not really hurt at all,” was his reply. 
„May we ask where you are speaking 
from?” 
„From the Flower hospital.” 


Several Wounds on Head. 

This is the only admission Dr. Washington 
made of his injury, but at the hospital later 
it was said be had suffered two lacerations 
of the scalp, each about four inches long, 
i that his right ear was split, and that de re- 
ceived several body bruises. 

Dr. Washington came to New York 
Saturday to meet the auditor cf Tuskegee 
institute, of which he is president. It was 
the auditor, D. C. Smith, whom Dr, Wash 
ington says he was trying to locate in West 
Sixty-third erect when the attack occurred.

The plans are to be selected from a com 


petitive examination now under way. They 


are to include a general scheme for future 
additions and a complete design for what is 
styled present work.“ to the value of al- 
most half a million dollars: This work, 
which includes dormitories and academy 
buildings, is to start at once. 

The disclosure ca yesterday afternoon 
by private channels, the speaker refusing 
on grounds of policy, to divulge the name of 
the promised donor. From the presence on 
the committee in charge of the architectural 
contest of James A, Patten, it is thought 
that the wealthy grein spectilator, who al- 
ready has thade gifts in the neighborhood of 


3000000 to the university, is to furnish the 


money. 
Plan Begun Modestly. 

The plan was broached modestly enough 
last month under the title of a program ofe 
competition for the selection of en archi- 
tect, and the procuring of an architectural 
scheme of developments for the North- 
western university.” 

It purported to be nothing more than a 
means of securing a variety of plans from 
which the most sultable could be chosen. 
Twelve architectural firme of Chicago and 
the east were to compete. The best design 
was to receive a prize of $1,000, and its author 
a 6 per cent commission on work to cost not 
more than $830,000, to be completed in the 
near future. To three other especially m- 
vited firms was to go an award of $500, 
and to the other three leading competitors, 
a similar sum. 
general plan on which the university could ex- 
tend its improvements in the future. Dormi- 
tories and other academiical buildings, it was 
stated, however, were needed at once, and 
would be erected immediately. To the win. 
ming architect in the contest about $21,000 
profit would accrue.

Many Leap for Lives and Are 
Rescued in Spectacular 
Blaze at Monarch Plant.

A spectacular fire started in Warehotse

A million pounds of butter fed the flames.

Loss Is Estimated at $878,000, 

Twenty-five firemen were overcome by 
smoke and ammonia fumes, and another was" 
injured by jumping four floors to escape 
death.

Seyferlich Rescues Brother. 

Reminiscent of the bravery of the late Fire 
Chief Horan, who went ahead of his men to 
death at the stockyards fire, were the actions 
of two members of the Chicago department. 

Chief. Arthur’ Seyferlich of the second bat- 
talion was among the first to reach the fire. 
He was among the first to assist in carrying 
injured firemen down the fire escapes. After 
the first trip he dashed back a second time 
and was overcome by smoke and ammonia. 
He wes rescued by his own brother, Charles 
L. Seyferlich, the fire chief of Chicago. 

Lieut. John Mackey, former chauffeur for 
the late Chief Horan, and who was with him 
on his last fire run, was overcome by smoke 
and ammonia fumes. He was rescued by 
Capt. Burns. 


Walle of Warehouse Fall. 

Pipeman Burne of engine company 27 was 
struck and knocked a distance of fifteen 
feet by a stream of water being played on the 
roof of the burning building from the roof 
of the Coyne schoot building. The stream 
wes from a “ Siamese connection,” or two 
hoses connected with one nozzle. 

It struck Burns with terrific force, roll- 
ing him to the edge of the roof. He would 
have fallen seven stories to the ground if it 


had not been for the presence of mind of 


Pipemen Charles Ryan and Martin Uhan, 
also of engine company 27, who bis 
coat and kept him from rolling over the 
After the fire had raged for eight hours the 
rear, walls of the warehouse cojigpsed down 
to the fifth story, and only Chief Seyferlich’s 
caution to the nozzlemen’ on the Coyne trade 
school building adjoining saved their lives, 
for the falling débris covered the roof of that 
structure. 
Five separate ammonia tanks on the roof 
exploded at intervals from 9 to 11 o’clock, 
and these explosions doubtless jarred the 
geventy feet of rear wall to the fall. Thomas 
Byrne, pipeman of engine company No. 13, 
was on the roof of the Coyne building when 
the warehouse wall fell and he was saved 
from death by two companions, who grasped 
him as he tripped over a section of hose in 
trying to get away from the falling bricks. 


Form of Plant Baffles Firemen. 


The construction of a refrigerator plant 
baffied the firemen in their efforts to extin- 


“guish the blaze. Streams of water directed 


through the windows from the ground and 
one tower only penetrated a few feet into the 
interior, being stopped by the inside compart- 
ments. The refrigerator plant is nothing 
more or. less than a sertes of three compart- 
ments within the outside casing of brick 
walls. Narrow passages extend between the 
windows, and these compartments and their 
double walls are filled with sawdust. The 
streams of water dashed against the com- 
partment walls andBfell in the passage ways. 
When the first four companies arrived the 
elmen swarmed up the ladders and en- 
tered the big plant to fight the fire from the 
- inside. Within ten minutes they had suc- 
cumbed to the smoke and amonia fumes from 
a dursted pipe and had to be dragged out - 
gide.by. their comrades, protected by streams 
of water. ele 
Then a water tower was “placed in posi- 
tion and threw a heavy stream into a window 
of the fifth story of section B.“ where the 
fite appeared to rage with the greatest vio- 
lence. A dosen firemen directed water against 
the warehouse from the roof of the four 


story building to the north. A third squad 
ct nozzelmen mounted to the roof and fought 
the blase from above.

A meeting of the hospital staff will be called 
by President Wunam L. Baum tomorrow 
night, when some concerted action will be 
taken to indicate the displeasure of the entire 
body at the statements of the president of the 
county board. Members of the staff have ex- 
pressed themselves as in favor of resigning 


and innuendos reflecting on the entire staf. 

The charges made against the hospital 
staff, it was pointed out. are intended as a 
countér-attack on the physicians, who have 
been fighting for a strict enforcement of the 
‘civil service law in the forthcoming examina- 
ts of internes. 

Some of Charges Prepared. 

Some of the charges which will be made 
before the senatorial investigating committee 

appointed to investigate Peter Bartzen’s civil 

régime are: 

That in taking the examinations of in- 
ternes out of the hands of theattending staff 
of the county hospital Bartzen is carrying out 
a pre@iection agreement. 

That Mr. Bartzen promised friends of Loy- 
ola university, affillated with the Benriett 
Medical college, he would see that internes 
of students ot the college received interne- 
ships in the county hospital in payment for 
support at the polls. 

That he agreed to split the $3,000,000 hos- 
pital building fund three ways in order to se- 
dure a branch of the county hospital on the 
northwest side, where most of his votes came 
from. 

That as soon as he was elected president 
of the count} board Mr. Bartzen proceeded 
to carry out this agreement, and announced 
that three hospitals in widely separated parts 
of the city weuld be erected. 


“Expected Aid of Emerson.” 

He tried to secure the election of Dr. G. C. 
Emerson as president of the attending staff, 
whom he expected to aid him in carrying out 
his designs. 

That Dr. John Dill Robertson of the Ben- 
nett Medical college, at the annual election 
of officers for the attending staff held in Jan- 
uary, stated that Bartzen had promised to 
give his college representation in the county 
hospital. 

That Bartzen, in hig opposition to the can- 
didacy of William IL. Baum, declared 
through Dr. Robertson t Dr. Baum was 
non persona grata with him, as he objected 
to several of his plans for the hospital. 

When Dr. Baum was elected by a vote of 
21 to 4 Bartzen decided to take the examina- 
tion ot internes out of the hands of the at- 
tending staff, as he knew that Dr. Baum 
would oppose the selection of internes except 
on a merit basis. 


Willhite Case Is Touched On. 

That Bartzen removed Dr. Oscar C. Win- 
hite as superintendent of the Dunning insti- 
tution when he refused to diecharge without 
a triad civil service employés whom he be- 
Heved unjustly charged with cruelty. 

That, im order to get rid of John Welsh. 
supervisor of Oak Forest infirmary, he abol- 
ished the office of supervisor and changed 
the duties and salary. 

That, when the civil service commission 
investigated the Dunning institutions, they 
investigated only those employés who were 
politically opposed to President Bartzen. 
Among those escaping investigation was Dr. 
Eberlein, a former bartender and supporter 
of Bart zen. 

That John PF. McGoorty’s t was 
diemgnded when he refused to allow political 
henchmen of Bartzen to step into civil service 
jobs without taking the civil, service exam- 
ination as prescribed by law. 


Considers Action Against Bartzen. 

Dr. Maurice L. Goodkind, one of the mem- 
bers of the attending staff of the county hos- 
pital accused of bemg in the employ of the 
Chicago Ratlways company, said he would 
consult with his attorneys, Levy Mayer and 
A. 8. Trude, relative to possible legal actior. 
against Mr. Bartzen. 

“I never had amy dealing of any kind with 
the Chicago Railways company“ said Dr. 
Goodkind. ‘‘ Neither have I ever received 
any pecuniary consideration, either di- 
rectly or indirectly, through my connection 
with the county hospital.“ 

Dr. Chartes E. Humiston, another member 

of the attending staff accused of being a wit- 
mess for the Coram Railways company, 
said: 
I appeared as a witness for the Rail- 
ways company only once during the entire 
‘eight years I have been on the surgical staff 
of the county hospital, I have testiued two 
or three times against the Railways com- 
pany, however. 

Dr. Brown Pusey, a member of the at- 
tending staff, accused of being a witness for 
the Chicago Railways company, demied yes- 
terday that he had ever appeared in court 
for the company, or had ever been connected 
with it in any way.

RULING MAY COME TODAY. 


Report Probably Based on Guesses 
‘by Officials Who ‘Noted 
‘Previous Abtion. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 
Washington, D. C., Mareh 19.—[Special. ]— 
The government ‘will be upheld by the Su- 
pres court in the decisions on the Standard 
ou and tobacco trust cases by a vote of 7 to 
2, according to gossip in official circles to- 
night. It is not unlikely that the decisions 


‘willl be handed down by the tribunal tomor- 


row noon. 
The fact that the court will take a fort- 


‘night's recess, beginning with adjournment 
tomorrow, 


inclines many to the belief that 
the decisions will be forthcoming. The day's 
 seesion is to be given up entirely to the deliv- 
‘ery of opinions, no cases having been set for 


| argument till the expiration of the recess. 


; Probably Based on Guesses. 

Whether there te any real ground for the 
prevailing gosaip as to the decision and the 
division of the court is unknown, Rarely does 
any authentic information concerning the 
future action of the tribunal percolate from 
its chambers, and extraordinary care nowa- 
days is exercised to prevent a “leak” 
through those government employés who gain 


knowledge of a decision through handling the 


preperation and printing of opinions. 

It is probable that the report is based on 
shrewd guesses made by those officials who 
have had reason closely to observe the attl- 
tude of the court in dealing with this and 
other trust cases. 

Attachés of the department of justice have 
the utmost confidence thet the government 
will win the Standard Oil case, and that as a 
result this trust and other similar corpora- 
tions will be compelled to dissolve at once. 

In regard to the tobacco trust case, the 
elements of which differ from those in the 
Standard suit, there is less confidence among 
the government lawyers. 


Billions to Be Affected.. 

The investment in the properties of these 
two corporations which is held in the bal- 
ance awaiting the ‘decree of the court totals 
$900,000,000. But there are mere than 100 
other trusts resembling the Standard which 
represent a capitalization of $6,000,000,000. 
The figures alone indicate that the decision 
of the nine men on the Supreme bench will 
be one of the most momentous in the history 
of the nation. 

In the opinion of those best able to judge 
the probabilities the decision of the court will 
be a safe and sane one. There have been re- 
ports during the last week that capital was 
beginning to exhibit nervousness over the 
prospect. But it is believed such fears are 
unwarranted. 

While K is probable that the violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law by the two corpora- 
tions will be conclusively established by the 
court, there is no reason to believe that its 
finding will be confiscatory. 


Will Not Be Annihilation. 

The probability is that while declaring the 
combines unlawful restraint of the trade, the 
court will recognize the need of interpreting 
the statute to fit the necessities of modern 
business development. 

If the trusts are held illegal it wil} be 
necessary for them to be separated into their 
former integra} parts. 
nihflation. 

The gossip concerning the decision of the 
court 7 to 2 in favor of the government prob- 
ably represents mérely speculation, though 
likely enough it is not far wrong. 


Oil Trust Wins Thirty Year Fight. 
‘Philadelphia, Pa., March 19.—[Special. ]— 
By virtue of an agreement between the 
Standard Oll interests and the Pure Oil com- 
pany, the oll trust is rid of its only serious 
competitor in the purchase of crude oil and 
consequent control of the producing fields. 

The result, it is said, will be the placing of 
producers now independent at the mercy of 
the corporation and an end to a fight that hae 
lasted thirty years. 

As an accompaniment the Pure Oil com- 
pany with its $2,0000,000 of preferred and 
$8,0000,000 of common stock now selling at a 
record price, must by the nature of the 
„agreement ” cease to extend its pipe lines to 
new fields, and as the production of the wens 
at present taps declines, must eventually de- 
pend on the Standard for its supply of crude 
oll and become an integral part of the system 
that has headquarters at 26 Broadway. j

| ‘While no direct action was taken on Ald. 
Merriam’s candidacy, a Socialist resolution 
intended to place the federation on record as 
favoring only Socialist candidates “ carrying 
union cards was overwhelmingly defeated, 

This is construed by delegates as an in- 
dorsement of Merriam, because the federa- 
tion places itself squarely on its previous 
action! of] indorsing: Merriam» at the primary 
election. 

The action against the Socialists was re- 
garded important not so much because of a 
repudiation of the radical party as of the 
direct slap at Harrison by ignoring him, in- 
g@smuch as both a Republican and a Demo- 
cratic candidate received the federation’s in- 
deorsement for the primaries. Dunne’s elim- 
dination from the race, however, left no Demo- 
crat in the field that organized labor would 
Sndorse; as Harrison is on the federation’s 
„ unfair list,“ and regularly could not be 
brought before the central body for an in- 
dorsement. 

A large number of Harrison boosters were 
present, but most of them were visitors and, 
therefore, had no voice or vote in the pro- 
ceedings. No delegate had the temerity to 
bring in a Harrison resolution. A few at- 
tempted to cheer when Harrison’s name was 
mentioned, but it was a faint hearted effort 
and few heard it. 


Meeting Jammed to Doors. 

The meeting was one of the largest in the 
history of the central labor body, nearly 1. 000 
delegates and visitors attending. Musicians‘ 
hall was packed to the doors, many being un- 
able to get seats. The session lasted from 
2 to 6:30 p. m. 

The pyrotechnics were set off when the 

resolutions committee reported out two 
eleverly veiled Socialist resolutions with rec- 
ommendations that they be referred to the 
commnittee on political action.

That was ag specific as the charges were, 
but in the eyes of Mayor Harrison they were 
sufficient, and Commissioners Clark and Hotz 
made no public protest.

It must be remembered in this connectiqn 
that the civil service law wae a new thing 
then and a long way from being as strong as 
it is now. It still had to be passed on and 
interpreted by the courts. Things could be 
done then which cannot now, and this sum- 
mary removal of two eminently fit civil serv- 
ice commissioners for no reason except po- 
litical expediency was one of them.

Out of the general public protest which fol- 
lowed some good resulted. The Civil Service 
Reform association and similar bodies took 
form and went to work and for years there 
was a prolonged struggle to make a live thing 
out of the law in spite of the negligence or in- 
difference in the Harrison régime, 

This meant several appeals to the courts, 
but every time thia remedy was invoked the 
courte sustained the law and strengthened it 
by brushing aside the devices and subter- 
fuges which had been designed to evade it. 
One notable court decision was what is known 
as the “ Kipley case,” and it is worthy of 
special mention. 

‘The law provides thet all heads of depart- 
ments shall be named by the mayor but 
minor officers selected by examinations. So 
the city council passed an ordinance, intro- 
duced by Ald. John Powers and which had 


the approval of Mayor Harrison—at least he. 


did not veto it—classifying police captains 
and similar officials es “‘ heads of depart- 
ments.” On the strength of thie Joseph nip- 
ley, then chief of police, was preparing to fix 
ud the police department to suit himself, or 
the mayor, when the civic bodies which had 
been organized to protect the law and watch 
Mayor Harrison’s civil service commission 
interfered. They appealed to the Supreme 
court—Levy Mayerargued the case for them— 
and that body restrained Kipley from putting 
the ordinanceintoeffect. It held that heade 
of departments meant such as were heads 
when the law was passed; that so styling 
positions (which at that time were not heads) 
by ordinance or otherwise was a palpable 
effort to evade and nullify the law and could 
not be tolerated.

There were other cases where the courts 
bad to interfere before the politicians finally 
learned that the civil service law was a live 
thing which had to be obeyed, but the Kipley 
case was the first great victory. It was won 
with Mayor Harrison’s corporation counsel, 
Charles 8. Thornton, arguing on the losing 
side. Mr. Thornton represented not only the 
city and the city edministration but also 
Chief Kipley in the suit.

WHERE IS THE MONEY TO COME 
| FROM? 

The peace agreement of the Honduran 
government and the revolutionists is full of | 
good will and harmony. Nverybody is to 
forgive everybody else and forget old quar- 
rels. The offices are,tg be divided on a basis 
of perfect equality. The debts of the gov- 
ernment and of the revolution are to be 
recognized and paid, also losses suffered as 
a result of the civil wars since 1908. Pen- 
sions are to be granted to the disabled, and 
the forces of the government and the revo- 
lution are to be discharged and paid. 

This sounds well, but where is the money 
to come from? The Honduran revenues 
from all have been averaging about 
$1 a year. The annual expenditures 
have exceeded the receipts by about 5118, 
000. Suppose the $10,000,000 Morgan loan 
goes through. The interest on that would 
be $500,000 a year, and enough would have 
to be set aside annually to extinguish the 
debt in twenty years. How could a gov- 
ernment which now spends more than it 
gets do that? 

The debts of the government and the 
revolution mentioned in the peace agree- 
ment might, at a pinch, be paid in irredeem- 
able paper money, worth nothing. The in- 
terest on the Morgan loan would have to be 
paid in real money. The problem of Hon- 
duran finance is g too complicated 
for the ordinary understanding. Even if 
the Honduran offices shall be filled with 
persons of well known integrity,” as the 
peace agreement wisely stipulates, how can 
they make both ends meet?

Scotland e trims e ee bao 
no resident viceroy, and no permanent court 
un maintained in the metropolis of the north- 
ern kingdom, such as that which is kept up at 
Dublin castle, where it serves as the hub of 
all social fe. But once & year a represente- 
tive of the monarch appears at Edinburgh 
and, with the title of lord high commissioner 
and invested with all sorts of more or less 
sovereign prerogatives, holds viceregal court 
in the ancient palace of Holyrood. 

The duration of his reign does not exceed a 
fortnight, coinciding with the annual meeting 
of the assembly of the state church of Scot- 
land, which ie not, as some people appear to 
believe, Anglican, but Presbyterian. The 
meeting is always held at the end of April and 


im the first days of May and has the effect of 
attracting to that picturesque capital, which 
claims for itself the title of the Athens of the 
north, representatives, lay and ecclesiastical, 


of the church, or rather of the kirk, from all 
parts of Scotland. 


~o 

There are ministers and elders, university 
dons and presbyters, with their wives and 
chlldren, but while the religious element is 
much in evidence throughout the fortnight 
of the assembly sessions, it cannot be said to 
predominate. For the festivities organized 
at Holyrood by the lord high commissioner 
serve to bring to Edinburgh many of the great 
Scotch nobles and representatives of that 
anclent and oft untitled arietocracy of the 
high: and lowlands north of the Tweed, 

The 80 ef the lord high commissioner at 
Holyrood, in a word, the real seagon of Edin- 
burgh, and the fact that it is so short, merely 
serves to add zest to its enjoyment. 

The office of lord high commissioner was 

‘firet inetituted in the spring of 1600, when 
James VI. of Scotland, who afterward as- 
cended the throne of England es James I.. 
was asked by the general assembly of the 
Scotch church, conmvoked at Montroge, to 
nominate his representative out of a list of six 
submitted to him by the national kirk. It was 
originally suggested that the monarch’s 
deputy should be an ecclesiastic and should 
bear the title of bishop. 

But the latter was a designation which then 
sounded even still more disagreeable to Pres- 
byteriam ears than it does today. Moreover, 
it was argued that since the king’s delegate 
was to act as arbiter in the name of the sov- 
ereign, in the event of differences between 
the various factions of the aseembly it would 
be preferable that he should be not a divine 
but alayman. Accordingly, a nobleman was 
chosen by King James and was given the title 
of lord high commissioner, which has been 
used for this particular office ever since. 


oo 


The lord high commissioner receives for his 
services during these two weeks a salary of 
$10,000 with allowances of about as much 
more. But itis estimated that his fortnight's 
“reign” usually costs him at least $50,000 
over and above this sum. Hence only nich 
peers are appointed as lord high commis- 
sioners. 

The lord high commissioner, no matter what 

Si. rank im the peerage. is addressed as “your 
grace, Hke the dukes, instead ot your ex- 
cellency,” with which the Trish viceroy has 
to be content. He is also apostrophized as 


“gir,” just in the same manner as the king 


and the princes of the blood. Lady Tennant, 
one of the American painter Sargent's 
„Three Graces, will become for the nonce 
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“her grace,” and will be attended by ladies 


in waiting and maids of honor recruited 
from the oldest houses of the Scotch aristoo- 
recy.

DOCTORS IN CONSULTATION. 


Delicate Surgery or Rest Is Neeessary, 
Assert Physicians.

„Lena Blackburne will know today just 
how soon he will undergo an operation for 
floating cartilage on the knee, if such a 
course is decided upon by Dr. James H. 
Blair and Dr. John F. Golden, who are ex- 
pected to consult regarding the matter this 
morning. 

The operation, according to Dr. Biair, will 
be a most delicate one and the youthful Sox 
probably Will have to undergo g course of 
treatment before and after the knife is used. 
Complete rest will have an important part in 
the cure ot the. damaged knee: Just how 
long will be hard to tell, owing to the nature 

of the injury. - 

Blackburne. is ee to get back into the 
game, but will have to temper his ambitien 
if the physicians decide on the course that 
usually occurs in such cases. : 

The piece of affected cartilage in Black- 
burne’s left knee lies underneath the cap to 
the left, near the oll sack which gives the joint 
its lubrication. The. possibility of punctur- 
ing this sack always has been the “ buga- 
boo” of the surgeons in operations of thie 

kind. Absolute cures by this method — 
not always been tound. 

The rest cure, during which the suv 
knee has been put in a splint, and the pa- 
tient forced to lie quiet in order that the 
floating cartilage may knit with that section 
of which it’ formerly wae 4 part, has beén 
the most successful way to treat an injury 
of this kind, according to physicians.
